That the aristocratic suburb of Kenilworth 
is in existence this morning is entirely due to 
the energy and fire fighting qualities dis- 
played yesterday by the youths and maidens, 
the matrons and the paterfamilias of that 
charming group of villas. Kenilworth is the 
Tuxedo of Chicago and its residents are 
among the social leaders of the World’s Fair 
City. It is located about fifteen miles out on 
the Chicago and Northwestern railroad. There 
are about forty-five beautiful residences in 
Kenilworth, most of them being built in the 
style of Queen Anne and Elizabethan villas. 
Around the houses are thickly wooded groves, 
and the whole place is kept sacred and retired 
from the rest of the world. by a wire fence 
well supported on white painted cedar posts. 

But, with all its exclusiveness, Kenilworth 
came near being reduced te ashes yesterday. 
The grass and trees around the villas have be- 
come dry, owing to the long spell of dry 
weather; and a spark from a passing locomo- 
tive at 11:30 yesterday morning set the trees 
on fire. The flames started about a quarter 
of a mile south of the Kenilworth company’s 
store, and in five minutes fifteen or twenty of 
the trees were in a blaze. ‘ 

For a little while it looked as if every one of 
the villas would be burned up. But Kenil- 


worth has a water works of its own and a fire | 
department. The fire department does not 


claim to be equal to that of Chicago, as it 
consists of a roll of rubber hose and a hand 
engine. What is more to the point, however, 
it has several young women and matrons who 
have covered themselves with glory by the 
way they fought the fire of yesterday. Its 
young men are noted for their graceful poses 
on the tennis court, but they have also proven 
themselves to be no mean adepts in the art of 
extinguishing forest fires. 

Charles McCook is fire marshal of Kenil- 
worth and under his leadership the attack 
was begun. Willing hands rushed the ma- 
chine to the scene of the conflagration and 
the pumping process was begun. While the 
men were deluging the trees and grass with 
the on’ inch hose, the women of theebrigade 
carried buckets of water from the houses and 
with arms that had been strengthened 
by wielding tennis bats and’ croquet mallets 
they dashed the pails of water upon the burn- 

For four hours the fight against the con- 
flagration was maintained and the residents 
began to see hope of saving their handsome 
dwellings. During the early time of the flre the 
store of the Kenilworth compagy was exposed 
to greatest danger, but N. G. Hutsel, one of 
the proprietors, worked hard and succeeded in 
staying the progress of the flames just as they 
had reached within a few yards of the store. 
All concerned in the matter accorded greatest 
credit to Mrs. Charles Wear for the dexterous 
way in which she smote the burning g 
with a carpet beater. But Miss Hinman, Mrs. 
J. F. Stone, Mrs. L. Gould, Miss Dickerson, 
who is at present visiting Mrs. Gould, Mrs. 
Charles Flynn, Mrs. Callahan, and Mrs. Low 
were also accredited with having shown won- 
derful pluck and energy in the battle to 
save their respective residences. 


Most of the women were attired in light 


summer dresses of an inflammable character 
when the fire started and others were on their 
way home from church when their assistance 
became also necessary. Many of the young 
men of the brigade were in light. flannels in 
readiness for an afternoon gameon the ten- 
nis ground. These same suits were sadly 
spotted later in the day with stains of water 
from the calcined trees and with many little 
burned holes from the flying embers. Among 
the men who displayed their abilities at the 
machine were William Sears, Treasurer of 


the Kenilworth Store company; Charles Mc- 


Cook, W. Brinkerhof, L. Gould, M, Bideluex, 
H. Hall, Mr. Low, W. Callahan, Joseph Sears, 
President of the Kenilworth Store company ; 
Mr. Culbertson, Ben Hinman, R. A. Keyes, 
manager of Franklin MacVeagh & Co.; and 
S. Eckerle. 

But although they had sueceeded in extin- 

ishing the fire for the time being, there was 
yet danger of its flaring up again at some 
point where the embers were not ‘enti ly 
smothered.

The inspector was talking with his son-in-law, 
Kickham Scanlan, as to this W. F. Smith 
whom we are entangling in this fire fraud 
matter. Scanlan reminded him that there 
was a W. F. Snvith who had pleaded guilty to 
jury-bribing in the Cronin case. Scanlan then 
said Smith was the same man. At the proper 
time the confession of Jirsa will be made 
public. | 

„When Jirsa was told that we had his con- 
fession in black and white he said: O, no. 


The stenographer had left before that.’ But 


when told that I had kept the stenographer 
behind the door and in fuli hearing 
of his voice during his entire con- 
fession he was very much astonished. 
They have tried all kinds of bluffs, such as 
bringing suits for $20,000, to deter us from 
doing our duty in this case. I desire to say 
that we are determined to break up this gang 
of firebugs who are operating and have been 
for some time in Chicago, out through 
Illinois, and in three otker States that we 
know of. 

It has been hinted and in fact Ihave had 
some of my friends ask that certain parties in 
the conspiracy be let up on, but this is a mat- 
ter of interést not only to the insurance com- 
panies but to every business-man and citizen 
of Chicago, for if these men be allowed to 
carry out their schemes insurance rates must 
go up and innocent and honest people must 
suffer for it. 

Startling Developments. 

„When we connected W. F. Smith with this 
combination by the identification of Scanlan 
I became convinced there was more behind it 
than the one fire on West Harrison street. In 
hunting up the matter I have connected 
beyond the shadow of a doubt 
this combination, with Smith at its 
helm, with eight different fires. 
We find the same insurance adjuster adjust- 
ing almost all of them, and with the same 
result as at the West Harrison street adjust- 
ment; or, in fact, to quote Smith’s own 
words: ‘I will get a liberal adjustment, for 
I have my own adjuster and he is all right. 

“Inspector Conway, in going over this 
matter, deemed it his duty to lay the facts 
before State’s-Attorney Kern, who at once 
connected Smith with Smith, the Cronin jury 
briber. Even at that time neither Inspector 
Conway, the State’s-Attorney, nor myself had 
any idea that the band was organized and had 
operated so extensively in other States and 
cities as well as in Chicago. : 

Inspector Conway, as well as State's-At- 
torney Kern and Fire Chief Swenie, feels 
that we have struck one of the greatest and 
most thoroughly organized gangs of firepugs 
ever run to earth, but as all gangs do who 


are violating the laws make fatal mistakes so 


this gang, with all their shrewdness, left 
many loopholes. In many cases we have 
them on the hip and the matter is in black 
and white. We have proof of their work in 
three States and expect evidence from several 
others in response to telegrams we have sent 
out. 

In three years this gang has secured 850, 
000 from insurance companies. It would

THREE RAILROAD MEN ARE KILLED. 


Fatal Result of an Accident on the St. Paul 
at Olivia, Minn.

YELLOW-FEVER RAGES AT BRUNSWICK. 


Eleven New Cases Develop Suddenly in the 
Stricken Georgia Town, 

Wasnuineton, D. C., Sept. 17.—The yellow- 
fever situation at Brunswick, Ga., is alarm- 
ing. Late tonight Surgeon-General Wyman re- 
ceived a telegraph that eleven new cases were 
reported, and that an epidemic had been de- 
clared by the local Board of Health. Another 
telegrain was received from Passed Assistant 
Surgeon Geddings stating that the disease was 
epidemic and that he would put Dr. Faget in 
charge of the city hospital with a corps 
of nurses. He recommended the immediate 
establishment of a sanitary cordon. 
Surgeon Murray, the yellow-fever expert, 
who was ordered from Dry Tortugas to 
Brunswick last week, is expected to arrive 
there in a few days and will be placed in 
charge. Dr. Wyman telegraphed Dr. J. T. 
Porter, health officer of Florida, to act with 
the Marine Hospital service in preventing 
vessels from the yellow-fever district from 
passing the mouth of the Cumberland River.

‘SOME INKLING OF THE WATTERSONIAN 


The patient prodding of some months hes In 


had its effect and Mr. Watterson has been 
prevailed on to give an expectant Congress 
some idea as to what sources the government 
| revenue should be obtained from, and also 
has voucheafed an inkling of. his tariff policy. 
He thinks that four hundred millions 
ought to be enough under an honest adminis-

House appropriated over five hundred millions | 


while preaching economy and reform. Econ- 
omy is one of those virtues, however, which 
Democrats praise but never practice. 

Of his four hundred millions Mr. Watter- 
son proposes to raise a part by internal revenue 
taxes. He says one hundred and fifty mill- 
ions can be got ‘off whisky and tobacco.“ 
So says David A. Wella, but he proposes to 
increase the duty on beer, which Mr. Watter- 
son seems to intend to relieve of duty alto- 
gether. It is very generous in a Kentuckian 
to offer to take the tax off beer and leave it 
on whisky, but the government cannot afford 
to make the sacrifice of thirty-two millions of 
revenue. Mr. Watterson proceeds: 

Fifty millions more can be got off a well regu- 
lated income tax, adjusted so as in no way to 
vex the poor, but to oome from those who are 


abundantly able to pay it. 
The “poor” are the Southerners. Those | 


who are “abundantly able to pay” -are the 
Northerners. Mr, Cobb of Alabama and 
other Southern confederates declare frankly 
in Congress that their friendliness for an in- 
come tax is because it will hit Northern capi- 
tal and industry and leave the South untouch- 
ed. They think that such a measure would be 
in the direction of getting even with the 
North for the war in which the South came 
out second best. As Mr. Watterson does not 
avow such motives, it would not be fair to 
charge him with them. He may favor an in- 
come tax because it is -English, you 
know, or because it will call for the creation 
of a vast Federal inquisitorial machine whose 
offices will be created in all parts of the 
country and thus provide fat places for thou- 
sands of Democratio workers.“ 

The editor of the Courier-Journal will find, 
however, that there are limits to the subserv- 
iency of Northern Democratic politicians.

He says: 
Two hundred million dollars of revenue can be 
got off fifty simple items as far as possible non- 
compétitive; no schedules; no classifications, 
and no free list; everything not specified and 
taxed, free, of course ; tea, sugar, and coffee tawed. 

This is not quite clear. Only three of the 
“ fifty simple items are named. It may be 
assumed that foreign spirits, fermented liq- 
uots, wines, and tobacco may be added, mak- 
ing seven simple items. Duties as low as one 
centa pound on sugar, five cents on coffee, 
and ten cents a pound on tea, and the present 
duties on imported. tobacco, spirite, etc., 
would produce about a hundred millions. 
What are the forty-three other “simple 
items which will produce the remaining 
i hundred millions? Or if Mr. Watterson 
favors replacing the old tax of two cents a 
pound an sugar he would need some sixty 


milliong more of revenue to make the 400 | 


millions which itself would leave a déficit of 
100 millions under Vemocratic rule. 

If by “simple items he means woolens, 
silke, linen, iron and steel, nails, glass, earth- 
enware, leather goods, and similar articles, 
then his tariff project is comparatively easy 
to understand. He is aiming ata reproduo- 
tion of the Walker tariff of 1846 with protec- 
tive duties something over one-half what they 
are now. 

Such a low protective tariff would answer 
provided the workingmen would accept a re- 
duction of wagesin proportion to the decrease 
ot the duties. But before they do that there 
will be tremendous kicking. The manufact- 
urers are perfectly willing to sell their goods 
for less if it costs equally less to make them, 
All they insist on is a fair profit. They do 
not propose to eat up their capital to pay 
workmen high protective wages under a free 
trade tariff. 

If Mr. Watterson and the Democrats in 
Congress are satisfied that the workingmen 
who voted for Mr, Cleveland “and reform” 
last year will accept heroically the lower 
wages which low tariff duties will pay then 
let them go ahead and try their tariff re- 
form” experiment.

SA verite, Senator Morgan, said in 18 90 that 
the Sherman law was more demonetizing 
than the act of 1873, the act which has been 
denounced for so many years as a crime 
and a conspiracy, because it prevented re- 
sumption on the debased silver standard. Yet 
that same Senator is now opposing the repeal 
of the law which he looked on in 1890 as the 
abomination of desolation. How has he come 
to love what he hated then? The Kentucky 
Senator finds that Jones of Nevada thinks the 
repeal. bill is designed to Kill the standard sil- 
ver dollar, which is his joss. Yet in 1890 that 
Senator agreed with Vest that the Sherman. 
law would smother the silver dollar. But it 
still lives. 

Though these free silver men may seem, 
judged by these quotations from their speeches, 
to be the most inconsistent men in the United 
States, nothing is more clear than that they 
have worked steadily for free coinage and the 
debased silver standard and the expulsion of 
gold. They may have altered their methods 
but never their purpose, They were against 
the Sherman law three years ago because they 
hoped that if it were defeated they could se- 
cure free coinage of cheap silver dollars. 
They are for that law now because they see 
that free coinage cannot be had, but that if 
the Sherman law is retained on the statute 
books the slump to the silver standard will 
come inevitably in a short time. If free sil- 
ver were offered them they would abaridon 
their obstruction in a minute. 

Senator Lindsay’s resurrection of the as. 
saults made on the Sherman law by Vest, 
Morgan, and others is timely, not as showing 
their inconsistency butas revealing unmis- 
takably the reason for their present devotion 
to thatlaw and makingit plain beyond dis- 
pute that everything they say or do is said or 
done to drive gold out and get a bad dollar 
and the silver standard.

such paper issued before the promulgation of 
the order by the Commissioner.

Of course this 
would be so little short of *‘ruinous”’ that no 
bank would want th issue such paper in future.

EMPEROR AND KAISER MEET. 


Franz Joseph Greets Wilhelm at the Town 
N of Guens, 

Guens, Sept. 17.—In the last twenty-four 
hours the population of this little town has 
been doubled by the arrival of thousands 
eager to see thé maneuvers of the Austro- 
Hungarian army. Every train entering the 
town since daybreak has brought its load of 
Princes, Generals, Cabinet officers, or high 
provincial authorities. The deputations sent 
from near-by county-seats to welcome Em- 
peror Franz Joseph are to be numbered by 
the dozen. The Emperor began receiving the 
Governors, Bishops, and other high dignitaries 
at 9 o’clock and did not stop until luncheon, 

The King of Saxony was the first foreign 
sovereign to arrive; He came ona special 
train at 3:80 0’cloeck. Emperor Franz Joseph, 
Count Kalnoky, several members of the grand 
staff; two corps commanders, and the Arch- 
dukes of Austria awaited him on the platform, 
while two military „ a body of troops, 
and 2,000 or more spectators were crowded 
up in front of the station. The Emperor wore 
the uniform of the Saxon Uhlans, and the 
Kmg was in the Colonel's uniform 
of the Austrian dragoons. After 
the sovereigns had embraced and the Em- 
peror’s suite had welcomed King Albert he 
was conducted to his quarters and all the 
Austrian Princes hurried away to change 
their uniforms, as the German Emperor was 
expected to arrive at 4 o’clock. About ten 
minutes before 4 they returned in Prussian 
uniforms to the platform. Meanwhile all the 
military bands in the town had been miassed 
before the station. The crowd had grown to 
5,000 or more and the number of troops had 
been doubled. On the platform behind the 
imperial suite were hundreds of Austrian and 
Hungarian magnates in gorgeous uniforms, 


and on every side were the highest officers of 
the troops concentrated here for the maneu- 


vers.
